[Report of the Adjutant General of the Army relates to passing over 
24 Lieutenant George F. Evans, of the 1st Regiment of Dragoons, on 
account of physical disability.] 


“ADJUTANT-GENERAL’S OFFICE,

«Srg: Lieutenant George F. Evans, of the 1st Dragoons, being at 
the head of the list of second lieutenants of his regiment, and a va- 
cancy having occurred therein by the resignation of Captain Buford, 
I respectfully request your instructions on the question of carrying up 
Lieutenant Evans to a first lieutenancy, or giving the promotion to the 
next below him on the regimental list. 

Lieutenant Evans left his company in California in October, 1850, in 
consequence of a severe attack of paralysis, affecting both his limbs and 
speech, and from which there seems but little, if any, prospect of his re- 
covery. He is entirely unable to make the monthly sick-reports pre- 
scribed by the regulations, which are in the handwriting of his father, 
Lieutenant E., simply affixing his mark to them. Accompanying is the

Whereas the eleventh article of the “Articles of a treaty made and 
entered into between General John Coffee, duly authorized thereto by 
the President of the United States, and the whole Chickasaw Nation, 
in general council assembled, at the Council, House, on Pontitock Creek, 
on the 20th day of October, 1832,” provides as follows, to wit: “ The 
Chickasaw Nation have determined to create a perpetual fund for the 
use of the nation forever, out of the proceeds of the country now ceded 
away; and for that purpose they propose to invest a large proportion 
of the money arising from the sale of the land in some safe and valua- 
ble stocks, which will bring them in an annual interest or dividend, to 
be.used for all nati nal purposes, leaving the principal untouched, in- 
tending to use the interest alone. It is therefore proposed by the Chick- 
asaws, and agreed to, that the sum to be laid out in_stocks, as above 
meutioned, shall be left with the Government of the United States un- 
til it can be laid out under the direction of the United States, by and 
with the advice ind consent of the Senate, in such safe and valuable 
stock as he may approve of for the use and benefit of the Chickasaw 
Nation.” And whereas the act to repeal a part of the 6th section of 
the act entitled “An act to provide for the support of the Military Acad- 
emy of the United States for the year 1838, and for other purposes,” 
passed July 7th, 1838, provides that funds held in trust by the United 
States, and the annual interest accruing thereon, when not otherwise 
required by treaty, shall be invested in stocks of the United States ` 
bearing a rate of interest not less than five per centum per annum: 
Therefore, 
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Be it resolved, That the advice and consent of the Senate of the United 
States be, and the same hereby is, given to the investment, under the 
direction of the President of the United States, of the sum of six thou- 
sand five hundred and sixty-one dollars and eighty cents, now standing 
on the books of the Treasury as having been received from the sales of 
lands in the Chickasaw cession, in any stock of the United States bear. 
ing a rate of interest not less than five per centum per annum, for the 
use and benefit of the Chickasaw Nation of Indians.

The Committee on Naval Affairs, to whom were referred the papers 
relating to the case of Lieutenant A. S. Taylor, of the Marine Corps, 
have had the same under consideration, and report : 

That they find the following facts: That A. S. Taylor was,on August 
1, 1838, appointed a second lieutenant of infantry in the Army of the 
United States; that on the 23d November followiug, by mutual agree- 
ment and under General Order No. 50 (hereto annexed), sanctioning the 
exchange, Second Lieutenant A. W. Allen, of the Marine Corps, was 
transferred to the infantry, taking the place of said Taylor ; that Lieu- 
tenant Allen’s appoiniment to the infantry under this exchange was at 
once confirmed, but that (for what cause the committee are unable to 
say) the nomination of Lieutenant Taylor as a lieutenant of Marines, 
Was not sent to the Senate for confirmation uutil the 13th of February, 
1839, nearly two months after the exchange as above related ; that no 
nominations in the Marine Corps affecting the case of Lieutenant Tay- 
lor were sent to the Senate previous to the last date, but that, on that 
date, the name of Taylor was submitted to the Senate for confirmation 
as a second lieutenant in the Marine Corps, preceded, however, by the 
names of William B. Stack and John S. Devlin, who were also nomi- 


nated as second lieutenants of the said corps; that said nominations 


were advise! and consented to in the order above stated, thus placing 
Lieutenants Stack and Devlin precedent in rank to Lieutenant Taylor. 
Lieutenant Taylor claimed rank in the Marine Corps from the date of 
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the exchange with Lieutenant Allen (November 23, 1838) and his right 
thereto was admitted by the Department so far as it could do so; that 
is, he was allowed longevity rations from that time. (See letter of Sec- 
oud Comptroller, hereto appended, bearing date December 31, 1853.) 
But the Department could do no more; it could not reinstate him in 
the rank which he claimed. 

` Lieutenant Taylor thereupon appealed to the Executive, who, upon a 
fall statement of the facts, convinced that he should hold rank from the 
date of his exchange with Lieutenant Allen, nominated him (on Decem- 
ber 15, 1842) to the Senate as a second lieutenant of Marines, said nom- 
ination and appointment to take effect from the 23d November, 1838, 
the time of the transfer. 

The Senate on 27th December following (not, it appears, being pos- 
sessed of the full facts of the case) refused to advise and consent to 
the said nomination. 

The committee cannot but conclude, upon these facts, that the request 
of Lieutenant Taylor is a just and reasonable one. 

But the power to do does not lie with them. They will, however, sup- 
port his nomination to the grade to which they think him entitled, should 
the President send it to the Senate.

Which article has been construed into a concession on the part of the 
United States of the right on the part of the Government of Denmark 
to levy duties or tolls on such ships and cargoes, burdensome and 
oppressive to the commerce of the United States, in the Baltic Sea, and 
in derogation of common right to the free navigation of open seas. 

And it being provided by the eleventh article of the said convention 
that after ten years from the date thereof either of the contracting 
parties should be at liberty to give notice to the other of its intention 
to terminate the same in the manner therein provided. 

‘With a view, therefore, to relieve the commerce of the United States 
in the Baltic Sea from the duties or tolls aioresaid :

Mr. Thomson, of New Jersey, from the Committee on Naval Affairs, 
who were instructed by a resolution, the 19th January last, tv investi- 
gate the case of Midshipman Stephen B. Luce, submitted the following 
. report: . 

The Committee on Naval Affairs, to whom was referred the resolution 
of the Senate in executive session, on the 19th day of January, 1855, 
directing that the Committee on Naval Affairs be instructed to investi- 
gate the case of Midshipman Stephen B. Luce, who, upon the finding of 
a court of inquiry as to some irregularity of the cadets at the Annapo- 
lis Naval Academy, was degraded seventy.one members, equal in the 
line of promotion to ten years of his life, and that they recommend and 
report such relief, if any, as may be just and right, report : 

That Stephen B. Luce entered the naval service of the United States 
in October, 1841, and that in April, 1848, he joined the Naval Sehool 
at Annapolis. In March, 1849, the Secretary of the Navy (Mr. Mason) 
gave the midshipmen at that institution permission to attend in a body: 
a ball in honor of the inauguration of General Taylor as President of 
the United States. But the officer iu command of the establishment 
refused to let them do so. This refusal on his part caused great dissat- 
isfaction, and led to some disorders among the midshipmen in the school, 
which were manifested on the sixth and seventh days of March by their 
firing a gun, blowing horns, and other disorderly conduct. These facts 
were communicated to the Navy Department, and a board of officers, 


which had been couvened as a board of examiners, were directed, as a 


court of inquiry, to investigate the matter. 

Upon ‘this investigation, altogether ex parte, one witness testified that 
he saw Luce blow a horn, and also that he saw him take a powder-flask 
from his drawer, and this seems to have been the extent of the offense 
proved against him. i 

The court of inquiry having then concluded its investigation, com- 
menced its duties as a board of examiners, and having determined, 
after examination, the merit aud standing of Luce to be the fourth on 
alist of 27 candidates of the class of 1841, they inflict, byof order the 
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Secretary of the Navy, a punishment, for the offense above stated, of a 
degradation of rank from number 4 on the list. to number 25. 

His valuations, as ascertained by the board, amounted to 101,44, a 
very high number. But these were modified, by the demerits of the acts 
before referred to, to 38%, and the effect of this modification has been 
to reduce him in standing on the list of the Navy of passed midshipmen 
from number 187 to number 258 of the register of 1850, being a degra. 
dation of 71 numbers, equivalent to about ten years in the way of pro- 
motion to a higher grade in the service. , ; 

This punishment, inflicted by the board of examiners, without a trial 
by a court-martial, and without an opportunity to the accused to con. 
front his accusers and to cross-examine the witnesses who were exam. 
ined on the trial, appears to the committee to be a flagrant violation of 
the principles of justice as administered in every other department of 
the Government. 

- And not only is punishment without trial, in the opinion of the com- 
mittee, improper, but the gravest objections lie against the mode of pun- 
_ishment adopted in this case. It is highly injurious to the service, since 
it makes inferiority take the place of superiority. It reduces an indi- 
vidual of higher attainments and better qualifications as an officer below 
those in rank and command who are declared not possessed of the same 
or equal qualifications, and, as in the present case, postpones promo- 
tion to a higher rank, in which his valuable qualities might be of the 
greatest service to his country, for a period of little, if any, short of ten 
ears. 
4 In the present case the officers of the Academy, Commander Upshur . 
and Professors Lockwood and Chauvenet, bear strong testimony to the 
general good character and high standing of Mr. Luce as an officer and 
a gentleman. 

Commander Upshur, who had charge of the school when the disturb- 
ances occurred, and might naturally be supposed to be sensitive in a 
matter involving a breach of discipline at that institution, says “that 
while Mr. Luce was at the school he had considerable intercourse with 
him, both social and official; frequently met him in the best private 
circles; his deportment was uniformly correct and gentlemanly; that his 
official conduct was generally very correct and officer-like. I know he 
was intelligent, attentive to his studies, progressed well, and stood high 
in his class. 

“ It is highly probable that he sometimes offended, like mauy others, 
but I think if any of his acts had been of a grave or serious character 
they would have been impressed on my memory. I remember none 
such, however, except that for which he was tried.” Speaking of that, 
he adds: “ Mr. Luce was among the last in the school that I should 
have suspected of being iu any manuer concerned. When informed 
that he was seriously implicated, I at once pronounced it impossible 
and the charge a slanderous one” (the conviction of Captain Upshur that 
the charge was slanderous was. according to the statement of a witness, 
well founded) “ preferred by a secret enemy, but I never could trace it ; 
his previous good conduct I thought fully warranted me in that asser- 
tion, To what extent or how deeply he was involved I could not as- 
certain then, do not know, and never did know,” 

Mr. Lockwood, then and now one of the professors at the Naval 
School, says “ that after mature reflection he is fully persuaded the 
case of Mr. Luce is one of peculiar hardship, and calls for the exercise 
of Executive clemency; that during his stdy here at the school he was 
known to us as a good scholar and an extremely correct officer, and we 
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were all greatly surprised to find him implicated in the affair,” and 
“ that he hopes there will be no difficulty in restoring him to that posi- 
tion on the list which he nobly won as a scholar and an officer, but un- 
fortunately lost by his first error.” 

Mr. Chauvenet, another professor at the school, takes pleasure in stat- 
ing that “ while Mr. Luce was in this institution he was distinguished 
as well for his scholarship as for the uniform correctness of his deport- 
ment, with the exception of the solitary offense for which he has been 
made to suffer by loss of rank. Regarding that as one of those indis- 
cretions into which a young man may be betrayed in an unguarded 
moment, I have never ceased to entertain the highest respect for him 
as an officer and a gentleman.” 

The rules for the government of the Academy in the discretionary 
power given to the examiners to modify valuations—that is, ascertain- 
ment of rank by examinations—eviden tly contemplate a reference to the 
general character and standing of the scholars rather than a power to 
inflict a severe and summary punishment for a single offense, in regard 
to which they coustitute themselves the exclusive judges. And such 
was thé view of their duties taken at the time by the board of exam- 
iners, but the Secretary of the Navy interfered and directed them to 
“modify his standing by the finding of the court of inquiry in relation 
to the late disorders at the school”; thus making a new rule, operating 
retrospectively, by which Luce was reduced in rank from number 4 
on the list to number 25, as before stated. 

At the Mihtary Academy at West Point penalties are not enforced 
against cadets upon the report of a court of inquiry. They are allowed 
trial by court-martial in like manner as commissioned officers, 

There has been one instance, of late years, when the War Depart- 
ment, Mr. Orawford being Secretary, did, upon the finding of a court of 
inquiry, order that certain cadets should suffer loss of rank in the Army; 
-but the Senate refused to consent, by a resolution introduced by the 
honorable Jefferson Davis, which puts their refusal, not on the facts 
of the particular case, but upon the general principle it involved, and 
the order of the Department was revoked; and the rule and practice of 
the Department now is, not to direct penalties upon the proceedings of 
a court of inquiry. 

The only offense charged, in a long period of service, against Mid- 
shipman Luce appears to be the one already referred to; and this is 
set off by an uninterrupted course of good conduct during the whole 
term of his service in the Navy. 

His scholarship and professional attainments are certified by the 
officers and professors before referred to, and his character and stand- 
ing as an officer and gentleman by the testimony, on file and before the 
committee, of the first lieutenant of the frigate Congress, in which he 
sailed on his first cruise; of Lieutenant J enkins, of the same ship; and 
of Lieutenant Porter, now in command of the steamship Georgia; and 
of the late Captain Wyman, of the ship Columbus; and of Lieutenant 
French, of the same vessel. ; 

The committee cannot and do not justify his participation in the dis- 
orders of the 6th and 7th of March; but, at the same time, the offense 
committed was not of so aggravated a character as to deserve So severe | 
a punishment as that inflicted, and may be referred more to youthful 
indiscretion than to any insubordinate disposition on the part of those 
who engaged in it, or any hostility to the officers of the institution. 

_ The committee are not aware of any mode by which relief can be 
afforded by the Senate in such a case ; but they cannot forbear to ex- 
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press the opinion that the application of a rule, er post Facto, by the 
Secretary of the Navy to this case, is unjust, if not unlawful; that the 
officer, before punishment, was entitled to a fair aud open trial by a 
court-martial; that it is injurious to the service and cruel to the off- 
cer to be degraded in his rank; and, also, that the severity of the sen- 
tence was greatly disproportioned to the offense committed. 

The committee, therefore, ask to be discharged from the further con- 
sideration of the subject, and that this report may be trausmitted to
